D uring the summer of 2006, while most students 
were enjoying their well earned break, the 2006 
MBA Golf Team, under the leadership of Coach 
Kelly, began what promised to be a successful season. 
Led by a strong core of Seniors Rob 
Campbell and Dylan Burroughs 
and junior John Burch, the team got 
off to a hot start. The team’s first 
big tournament was the Preview 
Championship at The Honors course 
in Chattanooga where they competed 
against some of the best competition 
in the state and around the Southeast. 

The team had an exciting 2nd-place 
finish, aided by solid play from Rob 
Campbell (4th Ind.), and Dylan Burroughs (6th Ind.). 
The following week the team participated in the Bruin 
Championship at Old Natchez Country Club. The team 
again had a strong showing, finishing second and again 
had 3 of the top 8 scores, with Rob Campbell finishing 
2nd individually. They entered the dual match portion 


of the schedule with confidence. The team amounted a 
6-5 record as they allowed some of the future stars to 
gain experience while giving some of the upper classmen 
some time off to prepare for the State Championship. 

The team entered regions with high 
expectations, which it would match 
with an eight-stroke victory and 4 of 
the top 6 individual scores. Dylan 
Burroughs took top individual honors 
while Rob Campbell took 3rd, Daniel 
Leader 5th, and Rob Broadhurst 6th.

W ith the loss of five seniors last year, we started the 
new season with just two experienced senior shooters 
- Joseph Walkowicz and David Carlson - around whom we 
could rebuild our program. The success of the year was 
going to depend upon developing the talent of five untested 
sophomores, as we had no juniors. Coach Sharbel kicked off 
the new year with daily distance runs the week before school 
started. Over Labor Day weekend we took our annual trip to 
Fort Benning, GA, to work with Olympic 
coach Bill Krilling for three days. Our 
first test was a win against Tullahoma High 
School followed by a victory over Union 
Grove in Georgia. Three straight losses to 
nationally ranked teams (LaCueva from 
Albuquerque, Shelby County in Kentucky 
and Northside in Georgia) demonstrated 
that Joseph Walkowicz could hold his own 
with anybody in the country, but we had 
to find the three shooters who could back 
him up for a winning four-man team score. 

In November, we traveled to Enterprise, 

Alabama, to shoot in a three-way match 
with Enterprise and Daleville High schools. Enterprise has 
the finest high-school rifle range in the U.S. - 18 firing lanes 
equipped with electronic targets. Enterprise won the match and 
we were a close 2nd. Next came a win over Siegel HS, which 
started a series of six matches in which we posted a higher score 
in each succeeding match. Vic Goetz and Chris Whitlock had 
become solid point makers and our success depended upon 
finding a fourth shooter with a hot hand from among David 
Carlson, Gray Taylor and Hicks Woolwine. One of the high 
points of the year was a narrow victory over nationally ranked 


St. Louis University High School. They had just won the 
Mid-America Championship at Quincy, IL with a score of 
23 1 3/2400. The following weekend, we met them on their 
home range. We fired 2290, our best score of the year, to 
win by four points. In the Junior Olympic Qualification 
Round Match fired at Mt. Juliet HS, we arrived to find that 
Siegel HS had just come off the firing line with a team 
score of 2275. Three hours later, we finished with a score 
of 2277 to earn the right to represent 
Tennessee in the Junior Olympic Team 
Championship to be fired in Bowling 
Green, KY in July. We ended the year 
with five wins and one loss in our last 
six matches. The last match of the 
school year was the State High School 
Air Rifle Championship. Walkowicz 
fired a personal best 588/600 to lead 
the team to victory and our eleventh 
successive state title. Two freshmen, 
Mitchell Lukens and Alex Fetroll, 
also made statements that bode well 
for next year by shooting personal 
bests and finishing 8th and 10th in the individual state 
results. During the year, we fired in two postal-stages of 
the American Legion National Air Rifle Tournament. Out 
of several thousand competitors, Walkowicz placed among 
the top 1 5 in the nation and earned an expense paid trip to 
the Olympic Training Center in Colorado Springs in August 
to compete in the finals of that event. Through hard work 
and perseverance, the MBA riflemen turned what might have 
been “Ho hum!” into a “very good year!”

T he 2006-2007 MBA hockey team finished the regular season in 
3rd place with a record of 13-1-3, advancing to the Predator’s 
Cup state tournament for the first time. The Big Red maintained 
a reputation of having the stingiest defense as goalies Zach 
Juszkiewicz and Ian Anderson backstopped a team that allowed 
a league-low 32 goals.

T he 2006-2007 Varsity Wrestling Team had 
an exeiting and successful year, finishing 
fourth in state and earning the runner-up 
position in the Division 11 
Middle Region.

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T he 2007 MBA Track and Field team had a successful 
season. Winning all of its duel meets and massacring 
twenty other teams to win the City meet, the Big Red was 
undefeated going into region with the exception of a half point 
loss to Brentwood Academy in the Doug Hall Relays. Among 
the biggest highlights of the season 
was the Big Red’s win against state 
champion Brentwood Academy in the 
rainy McCallie Mid-South Invitational. 

It was only the second time in school 
history that MBA has won that meet. A 
few key injuries left the team vulnerable 
for Region, but it still managed to put 
together an astounding second place 
finish with 204.50 points. State saw some 
courageous performances from the Big 
Red, and the team finished third overall 
in a field of seventeen teams. 

Several new records were set during

There were many standout individual performances this 
year. Tyler Ramsden, the most consistently high-scoring 
distance runner, blew apart the City meet, winning the 3200 
and the 800 while runner-up in the 1600 to earn him the title 
of Most Valuable Athlete in that meet. 
Competing against one of the most 
competitive distance fields in recent 
memory, Tyler, a junior, placed fifth in the 
state 3200.

M y concentration’s subject matter is based on images from 
a trip I took this summer to Japan. With such an aestheti- 
cally aware society, it was not difficult to notice color and de- 
sign trends in architectural interiors and people’s clothing. The 
Japanese use the organic colors of their art to draw connections 
to nature in their daily lives. I minimized the shapes and forms 
in many of my prints and Sumi-e ink paintings, focusing more 
on color than reproducing the image itself. 
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F or my AP Art concentration, I chose to explore the area of folk and 
bluegrass music. Living in Nashville and growing up around music, I 
have always had a fondness for those devoted pickers who could light up 
a room with a few notes. Two years ago, I went to the annual Bluegrass 
Convention down near the airport. I was blown away by not only the 
talent of the musicians, but the varied expressions of joy, concentration, 
pride, and even melancholy, depending on what was being played. The 
highly expressive faces of the pickers there, as well as the beautiful col- 
ors I saw rippled through the wood grain of their instruments, gave me 
the idea to use images from acoustic music for my art. In these pieces, 

I used a medium of oil stick and pastel for detail. The majority of the oil 
sticks used were actually originally intended for the purpose of marking 
cattle in the fields. I used scenes and people from the convention as well 
as various other musicians for my subjects. In these works, I aim to use 
emotive colors and bold linear patterns, as well as the occasional feeble 
attempt at emulating Van Gogh, to make the characters and noise come 
alive on the paper. My only hope is that these pieces can in some small 
way express the rejoicing and rustic appeal of old time bluegrass and 
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Chalie

E ver seen a superstar? Well, 1 have and for my AP concentration 1 chose to illustrate the 
process from beginning to end of what it takes to be in a runway photoshoot. For my 
subject matter, I selected the Margaret Roberts. In order to capture the stress as well as play- 
fulness of a photo shoot, I varied the color scheme from warms to symbolize fun and cools 
to emphasize the stress. Margaret is a one-of-a-kind character that fit the role perfectly for 
this concentration, since she models. The energetic vibes and dramatic breakdowns that take 
place during a photo shoot are easily captured in Margaret. Although some may view this 
as an exploitation of women, my intentions were the opposite. To avoid the exploitation, 

1 allowed the brush stroke and current feeling to dictate the painting. I chose paint as the 
material because of its randomness and the basic joy it brings, mirroring Margaret's model- 
ing. The idea of a runway show followed by a photo shoot is not to be seen as artificial but 
something more passionate. As for Margaret, the passion runs deep and I intended to capture 
that love for beauty she has. In the seven works that 1 have painted, I portrayed the tasks in- 
volved from preparation to final product. I began with sun bathing (a model MUST be tan), 
and finished with an almost Marilyn Monroe image. If my paintings were to be a microcosm 
of modeling, my intentions were of excitement and hard work, not artificial beauty.

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A fter thinking about a reoccurring or meaningful event in my life that I could center 
upon for my AP concentration, 1 realized there was nothing better to base my work 
on than the events in a typical day of my life. By using charcoal as my medium, 1 knew 
I would be able to capture the desired depth, contrast, and quality I wanted to achieve 
in my work. 1 aimed to create a composition of works that was centralized around the 
elements of line, texture, and value thus producing a series that would have a distinct 
substance. The white and black charcoal, in stick form and pencils, enabled me to create 
an intense contrast of the features in each work, thus heightening the overall quality of 
each project. The daily routines I chose to demonstrate include “Brushing my Teeth,” 
“Sleeping,” “Hugging my Mom,” “Laughing,” “Relaxing,” “Changing Clothes,” “Exer- 
cising” and “Studying.” 

I was initially influenced by the distorted bodies of Robert Longo and the 
intensity of values in Donald Sultan”s work. In some cases I think my portraits have an 
Alice Neel sensibility where the subject is portrayed in conflict with the viewer and as a 
member of society. It was uncomfortable always being the “model” for my work, but for 
me it became almost a surface pattern and less personal toward the end. 










F or my AP Art portfolio, I decided to concentrate on the 
process of construction all the way through to the com- 
pletion of a finished building. I have always been intrigued 
by modem architecture, and I knew I wanted to incorporate 
that somehow. I began taking pictures all around town and 
soon realized that Nashville has many, many architectural 
wonders. The prints contain images from all around town, in- 
cluding homes under construction, the Country Music Hall of 
Fame, The Nashville Arena, The Roundabout Building, and a 
few older dilapidated homes around Harding Academy. The 
Sydney Opera House and a newly constructed island off the 
coast of Dubai are also incorporated. There are little hints of 
construction and completion found all throughout the prints.

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M y portfolio focuses on expressing physically the pains of emotional 
repression. As society advances towards its goal of “progression” into 
power and knowledge, an ever increasing standard of conformity becomes 
present in everyday life. In a population defined primarily by external forces, 
the pressures society places on the individual are rapidly expanding. When 
society wants you to look a certain way, act a certain way, accomplish certain 
things, no one can fully meet the prerequisites for acceptance. The goal of my 
portfolio is to illuminate the emotional trauma felt by the person accumulat- 
ing others’ pressures and to make the pain of having to deal with so many 
outside problems into a physical issue as well as a psychological one. I feel that everyone can relate to such an emotion as most of the 
works depict, whether through themselves or someone they know. It is my understanding that while modem society attempts to become 
stronger and more stable, it is actually tearing itself apart. When people are emotionally instructed to live a certain way, some relation- 
ships become strained, and instead of being a force of convergence, a need to fit in makes relationships very difficult. 

A few things to take note of when looking at my portfolio include the importance of repetition as well as both emotional and 
physical tension. Repetition is very important to understanding the premise behind my portfolio, because it is the amassing of pressures 
that is detrimental. Whether the crossing of a metal cord or the sharp, angular forms of nails, repetition provides the understanding of 
just how many different ways a person can be told to live. The tension that exists in the works is also very important. Even though the 
pains are purely psychological, a physical representation of the emotions one feels brings to mind just how real the emotions truly are. 

Several artists impacted both the thought process and the style in which I created these works. Most importantly would be 
Jean August-Dominique Ingres who said: “Drawing is the probity of art. To draw does not simply mean to reproduce contours; drawing 
does not consist merely of line: drawing is also expression, the inner form, the plane, modeling... If I were asked to put up a sign over 
my door, I should inscribe in it: School for Drawing, and I am sure that I should bring forth painters.” It is the emphasis on drawing as 
the essence of art that I take away from Ingres. If one can draw well, then the other aspects of art come naturally. It is as Ingres said, 

“A thing well-drawn is always adequately painted.” But contrary to Ingres’ beliefs, I wished to incorporate the emotion and feelings 
of Rubens into my work, not to “put on blinders like those a horse wears” as Ingres’ advised. Instead I wished to capture the emotion 
m the piece, not through style, but through imagery. In each piece there is a definite tension of emotion felt. While the series of self-por- 
traits depicts a strained mental and physical state, it also suggests that there is no escape from the problem without the help of others. 

If the pain were avoidable strictly by one’s own actions, would the figure not have avoided it in the first place? The works call for unity 
and servitude from the population, for without the help of others, the problems of the world are too large and overpowering for the 
individual to handle.

T he 2007 Microbe Track and Field team scored 152 
points in a second place finish in the HVAC-AA Track 
and Field Championships at Harpeth Hall.

Chairman Webb, Headmaster Gioia, Members of the Board 
of Trustees, administration and faculty, families, guests, and my 
fellow students: welcome to Montgomery Bell Academy’s 140th 
commencement exercises. 

They are the questions that we 
have dreaded to hear for the past several 
years. They are the questions that we 
have heard practically every day for the 
past several years. They are the questions 
to which the great majority of us have had 
no answer until quite recently. They are 
the questions to which we have long been 
expected to know all the answers. 

“They” are not the proverbial 
big questions such as “What is the 
meaning of life?”, “What will be the 
ultimate fate of the universe?”, or “What 
is the air-speed velocity of an unladen 
swallow?” No, “they” are the questions 
which have likely haunted students our 
age for centuries: “Where will you be going to college after you 
graduate?” “What will you study when you are there?” and “What do 
you want to do after you finish college?” We have been asked these 
questions so often that it seems as if we are expected to have known 
their answers since our earliest years. So, to those who keep asking, 
1 offer this defense: my classmates and 1, beneath the facade of our 
well-groomed hair and the serious, if overly-conforming, nature of 
our wardrobes, are more often than not teenagers at our roots. The 
large majority of us could not tell you our plans for this upcoming 
weekend, much less our plans for the next several years or even 
decades of our lives. While we, having finally made it through the 
first thirteen years of our education (along with our parents), can 
now give you an answer to the first of those three questions, the 
latter two are most likely still as much as mystery to us as they are 
to those who would dare ask them one more time. But the way I 
see things, that lack of long-term planning is quite acceptable, even 
if it is a source of minor annoyance to those who care - or at least 
purport to care - about the rest of our lives. 

A recent advertisement for a major hotel chain suggests 
that “Travel is more than just [point] A to [point] B.” I propose 
that education is largely the same in nature. Certainly, all of us 
receiving diplomas today have looked forward to this occasion for 


quite some time, and I do not intend to undermine the importance 
of these exercises, for which we are currently enduring the ninety- 
degree heat and sweltering humidity for which Nashville is world- 

renowned. But, the simple truth is we 
will go home, hang our diplomas on our 
walls, and maybe give them a passing 
glance every now and then. The greatest 
gift provided by an education, be it j 
from MBA or elsewhere, is not the end i 
reward but rather the experiences had 
and the lessons learned along the path. 
Of course I will be enthralled to receive 
my diploma in just a few minutes time, ' 
but the true lessons that I will take from | 
the Hill will have little to do with that 
one piece of paper - or the overbearing 
amounts of information that I have had 
to absorb in order to receive it (perhaps 
John Updike was spot on when he called 
education a form of “torture”). Rather, 
it will be the practical skills that I will hold on to most tightly. The 
knowledge that I can trust the kindness of people to lend me their aid 
when a problem is too difficult or a situation too complex for me to 
take alone; the happiness I glean from knowing that I would gladly 
do the same for others; the methods I have practiced for convincing 
and persuading others to see things my way; the benefits of managing 
my time and planning ahead (well, at least for a few hours, an 5 rway) 

- these are the pragmatic lessons that I - that we - have learned along 
the way to where we are tonight. 

And so it is that I encourage you all not to become so fixated 
on the questions that ask where we will be decades down the highway 
from now, for they serve only to distract from the more important 
aspects of life. Author John MacDonald said “People spend so much 
time fretting about what they did yesterday and dreading what might 
happen tomorrow, they miss out on all their todays.” I believe he is 
absolutely correct: when we focus upon what is still far off, what is 
much nearer becomes too blurry to interpret clearly. And it is that 
which is closest that can cause us the most pain - or can teach us the 
most valuable lessons that we may ever receive.

Advice. Advice — students at Montgomery Bell Academy encounter an 
abundance of advice during their tenure on the Hill: teachers reveal efficient study 
habits, coaches demonstrate proper form, college counselors direct us toward the 
best-fitting universities, and most importantly, each 
morning our advisors bestow upon us a cornucopia 
of ever-appreciated wisdom. So tonight 1 aim to 
provide the most judicious advice I could conjure 
j from a reflection on my limited existence so far, 

I that life is difficult, and that friendship and love are 
essential in bolstering us through the challenges we 
face. 

A song 1 heard recently is particularly 
effective in conveying this sentiment: the singer, 
who will remain Anonymous for now, observes the 
I following: “When my world is going crazy, you 
I can turn it all around, when I’m down, you’re there 
pushing me to the top. . .for a shield from the storm, 
for the will to carry on, I turn to you.” 

I What does it mean to have a “shield from the storm?” 

While this artist’s diction may invoke images of 
shields from the Battle of Hastings or the great flood of Genesis, her intention is a 
much broader statement about coping with adversity. Individuals possess myriad 
methods of such recovery: many turn to God; some turn to the extremes, embracing 
alcohol, drugs, or even terrorism; but for this singer, for me, and, I believe, for many 
MBA students, our most perdurable “shield” is the friends and loved ones to whom 
we turn when we’re confronted with the proverbial “storms” of life. 

Oftentimes MBA students band together against what seems the pinnacle 
of oppression: demerits for short socks and checking the time on one’s cell phone; 
the ban on games in the quad; the refusal of the lunch ladies to put our biscuit and 
chicken pot pie filling on separate sides of the plate. In each instance, our comrades 
surround us, sharing our pain and helping us foment rebellion against the omnipresent 
“administration.” Evei*y so often we witness a full-blown movement on the scale of 
the Ice Cream Revolt of ’06; however, most of our planned insurrections never come 
to fruition. Nevertheless, the camaraderie generated in the process eases the anguish 
of these comparatively minor tragedies, misfortunes that appear urgent for a moment 
but fade rapidly into our collective history. 

And then there are the major tragedies. Our friends and loved ones are 
instrumental in our reactions to the prospects of death in our lives. An MBA senior 
recently spoke that his immediate response when he learned his mother had relapsed 
into cancer was to call his best friend; he said that in such a tragic moment, his friend’s 
voice was the only relief he could find. Similarly, I think the aftermath of Nicholas 
Caroland’s death exemplified the power of friendship to ease suffering: the outpouring 
of emotion, the memoirs at the wake, the eulogy at the funeral, the crying and the 


hugging all around, the kindness and friendship he exuded. Certainly such compassion 
aids us when life’s misfortunes seem so out of our control. 

Yet our loved ones are equally essential in helping us confront personal 
failures we believe very much within our control. 
My family, friends, and coaches were indispensable 
in rebuilding my self-confidence after my debate 
partner and I didn’t do as well as expected at this 
year’s Tournament of Champions. I know from 
personal experience that several members of this 
year’s athletic teams recovered from a sense of 
defeat only with the counsel of loved ones who 
reminded them of the discipline, commitment, 
camaraderie, and enjoyment they’d derived from 
their years of practice and play. While MBA strives 
unflaggingly for its students’ achievement in their 
academic and extracurricular pursuits, we will all 
fail at some point, whether on tests, on the playing 
field, in the theater, etc. But life is far more than 
a state championship or a debate championship or 
a perfect National Latin Exam or whatever other 
Golden Fleece we might seek. True friends rejuvenate our self-esteem and remind us 
that although we may encounter failure, we ourselves are not failures. 

Of course, friendship is not all gloom and doom — we have many companions 
who laugh with us in good times and revel in our joys. But the insignia of lasting 
friendship is its permanence: as George Washington observed, “Friendship is a plant 
of slow growth and must undergo and withstand the shocks of adversity before it is 
entitled to the appellation.” Genuine friends remind us of our strengths, and despite 
our imperfections, they remain at our sides, even when the foundation of our speech is 
an old Christina Aguilera song. I believe it imperative that MBA students, in particular, 
actively appreciate individuals who fortify them: in what is often a cutthroat world where

So I beseech you: study 
hard, play hard, but above all, allow yourselves to be men gentle enough to cultivate 
and nurture the relationships that will sustain you when times are tough. To all of you, 
that is my advice.
